J&L Engineering Co., of 
Jeanerette, La., has announced 
the development of two tom- 
bine harvesters capable of cut- 
ting and loading up to 60 tons 
of sugar cane per hour. Work- 
ing cooperatively with Florida 
growers, the firm conducts its 
development programs under 
¥Florida conditions, 


One of the units is a track- 
mounted unit, termed the S-6 
Harvester, and is reported to 
cut and load two rows of cane 
simultaneously at the rate of 
60’ tons per hour. Especially 
suited for recumbent cane, the 
S-6 has been field tested for 
over three and, one-half years 
and has recorded an outstand- 
ing performance.” according to 
James :М. Bower, a company 
spokesman. 

The- other unit is а new 
wheel model harvester, called 
the S-9, which is reported to 
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cut and load 40 tons of cane 
per hour, working a single row 
of cane with each pass. “Large 
fotation - type tires make the 
5.9 an ideal machine for ad- 
verse conditions, particularly 
in recumbent cane,” said 
Bower. 

U.S. Sugar Corp. of Clewis- 
ton developed the basic design 
of the 5:9 with the manufac- 
turing license granted to J & L 
Engineering Со. Puerto Rico 
tried out one of these harves- 
ters іп May of 1967 and after 
finding it suited to their opera- 
tion purchased the machine 
and ordered three more. 

The announcement said that 
both models included “trash 
removal devices that help pre- 
vent the transfer of foreign 
material into the trailers.” 

In figures from the Sugar 
Cane Harvesting Investigations 
station a difference of only 5% 
less trash is shown after the 


burn off. 15-25% trash under 
averaged conditions with а 
mechanical harvester and an 
average of 8% using the hand- 
cutting method. 

The 8% figure is a high av- 
erage judging from the mill's 
penalty fee being imposed after 
6% trash. 


“This (trash) is the prob- 
lem I think everyone is waiting 
to have solved,” said Joe 
Clayton, Agriculture Engineer 
on U.S.D.A. Sugar Cane Harv- 
esting Project. 

Cost figures for hand-cut 
cane was-$2.55 per ton, but 
this has gone up, according to 
Clayton. Cost per ton with a 
mechanical harvester із $1- 
51.25. 


“Economics is in favor of 
the machine,” he said in quot- 
ing last year’s hand-cut yield 
at over 7 million tons.

The banning of South Afri 
can sportsmen is a cruel blow 
to the South African athletes 
of all colors and race who 
would, have taken part in ће 
games this summer.

The refusal to let the South 
Africans compete testifies to 
the degree to which our world 
ic in disarray. The communist 
and Afro-Asian nations never 
miss an opportunity to force 
South Africa, a constitutional 
republic, into the pillory of 
“world opinion.”

Ethiopia is an absolutist mon 
archy where no one has any 
rights. Almost everywhere one 
looks on the African continent, 
one finds cruelty and despotism 
and’ backwardness in sub-Saha. 
ran Africa. Only in South Afri 
Rhodesia and the Portu- 
guese Provinces will one find 
civiliation and the rule of law 
These advanced nations and 
territories are condemned, how 
ever, because they will not 
cépt the kind of governmental 
system that prevails elsewhere 
in Africa; they will not agree 
to give up and actept a return 
of primitivism. That's why the 
South Africans are banned 
from the summer Olympics 

The real tragedy is that some 
supposedly responsible people 
in Western countries are de- 
lighted that the South Africans 
are banned.

From Seville to Cordoba, Granada 


-this is a very clean country 


Many of the balconies in 
Seville are glassed in so they 
can be used in cold weather. 
As we were walking down the 
sidewalk we would look into 
the entrances of some of the 
apartment houses and see the 
charming courtyard inside with 
flowers in bloom. This is a very 
clean country. 

In the hotel, the maid was 
mopping the stairs throughout 
the day. In the lobby a maid 
with a bottle of cleaner was 
оп her hands and knees geting 
the spots off the carpet. The 
young chambermaids told us 
they worked from 8 a.m. to 
6 pam. 

Everywhere there are young 
people working especially bell 
boys and waiters. This is no 
doubt due to the fact that they 
have only six years of com- 
pulsory education. 

We visited a monastery that 
was over three hundred years 
old. There were many terra 
cotta (clay) statues which were 
then baked and tinted, There 
was also a lot of ceramic work. 
In the nineteenth century. the 
government took over the 
church and there was no place 
for the priests and nuns to live. 
Up until this time по nude 
paintings could be exhibited in 
Spain 

In the Palace of Pontius Pi- 
wt, which dates back to the 
fifteenth century, there were 
carrars marble columns and 
Florentine ceilings pf solid 
carvings covered with gold 
leaf. The architecture was а 
mixture of Moorish, Rennai- 
sance and Gothic. There were 
many arches, but по doors 
‘There was a beautiful marble 
fireplace and documents dating 
back to 1198 

In the San Lorenzo Church 
we watched them dismantling 
опе of the tableaus. The sta- 
tues in the center were rewax- 
ed and put back in the church- 
es until the Easter Pageant 
next year. 

There are many permanent 
buildings that were built for 
the 1929 fair. In front of one 
of these were the coat of arms,

Each bridge had 
а railing of tile. In the parks 
the benches were made of tile 
or marble with wrought iron 
backs, 


‘After leaving Seville our 
next stop was Cordoba. We 


were met by a charming na- 


tive young woman, who acted 


as our guide and tried to con- 


vince us that Cordoba was a 
remarkable city. They have a 
population of over three hun- 
dred thousand. 

The Guadalquivir River that 
runs through the city has a 
Roman bridge across it built 
by Julius Caesar in 50 A.D. 
Their patron Saint is San Ra- 
fael. The guide did admit that 
sometimes it does not rain for 
two years and is referred to 
as the “Frying Pan of Spain.” 
They grow cotton here and 
have silver, copper and iron 
mines. 

‘At the time of the Arabian 
rule there were three Mosques 
in the city. We visited a huge 
Mosque, the second largest in 
the world — the largest is in 
Mecca. 

This Mosque has nineteen 
aisles and almost a thousand 
double arches. It is hard to de- 
scribe, because the arches and 
columns are so close together. 
The columns are made of jas- 
per, marble and precious stone. 
Now there are a number of 
Catholic Chapels within the 
Mosque. 

When we came out and 
crossed an open patio the walks 
were made of stones put in 
concrete with the edges show- 
ing. The designs were very 
pretty, but it was very hard 
to walk on, In the central 
square in Cardoba is a clock up 
in a tower that plays a tune 
every hour on the hour. Our 
guide told us it was unique and 
the only one in ihe world. 

As we left Cordoba there 
were fields of wheat as far as 
we could see and the Sierra 
Veoada Mountains in the back- 
ground. As we came to the 
rolling hills they меге cover- 


recently and the lower branch- 


ed with cultivated olives. How 
they were able to plow on a 
hill that seemed too steep to 
even walk on is a mystery. 
These trees had been trimmed 


Es=cut off. The olive trees 
bloomivin July and are picked 
in November. Recently they 
have been sing an olive pick- 
er that is like а big canvas tent 
that goes over the olive tree 
and then the trees are shaken 
and the olives collected in the 
canvas. Once we drove slow- 
ly under a trestle and the bag 
gage on top of the bus caught 
‘and dented two suitcases. 

Оп the outskirts of every 
small town is a tower or fort- 
ress up a high hill, Women do 
their laundry in a permanent 
public tub built right beside 
well. There was a donkey with 
two water jugs on his back. The 
most common American signs 
are Coca-Cola and Pepsi-Cola. 
In two weeks we have seen less 
than six standard size cars. 
These small cars dart around 
so fast that a taxi ride is a 
real adventure. We have not 
seen an accident of any kind. 

The famous Alleambra lo- 
cated in Granada is perhaps the 
eight wonder of th е world. 
This mammoth Moorish cas- 
tle defies description. The Al- 
leambra means “the red castle,” 
because of the color of the 
clay used in its construction. 
The fine percepts of the Ko- 
ran are fasting, alms giving, 
prayer, belief in the unity of 
God and the pilgrimage to 
Mecca. 

The tile work is everywhere 
and the designs are geometric 
as they were not allowed to 
use animals in decoration. The 
exception to this is the Court 
of the Lions, which has six- 
teen Lions holding up a foun- 
tain. The guide explained that 
they were not really lions. They 
look like a cross between a dog 
and a lion, This courtyard is 
very famous and has been 
copied all over the world. 
Around the edge of many of 
the fountains are poems in 
Arabic, The carved Cedar 
wood is in perfect condition.

Guidance Department Speaks 


MR. LUKE: WE try to get 
sophomores to consider wheth- 
er they will attend college or 
not and urge them to start con. 
sidering courses for, their field 
and check college requirements. 
As far as the change to college, 
the establishment of good study 
habits is important. It is also 


important to prepare tor long- 
term assignments. For some 
people there is an emotional 
problem involved with being a- 
way from home for the first 
time. We try to help students 
solve problems such as these. 


RAMPAGE: What opport- 
unities are there open for stu- 
dents to obtain scholarships and 
financial aid for college? 

MR. LUKE: We have a num 
ber of students who have ар- 
plied for scholarships. Local 
financial aid includes the 
Glades Cooperative Scholar- 
ships and the Faculty Teach- 
ing Scholarship. Other finan- 
cial aid can be obtained from 
the college itself. Students can 
apply through the Financial 
Aid Department of their col- 
lege. A considerable amount 
of financial aid is available to 
those who qualify 


RAMPAGE: What are the 
requirements for applying for 
» scholarship? 

MR. LUKE: The require- 
ments for each scholarship are 
Yifferent. Financial aid is gen- 
erally given to those people 
who. have exhibited evidence 
that they will be good college 
students. Most scholarships 
have high academic require- 
ments and usually ask for a re- 
commendation from the school. 

RAMPAGE: How do the 
students of Belle Glade High 
School rank with other schools 
according to academic stand- 
ing? 


MR. LUKE: As a whole, fa- 
vorable. Our school would 
Mnk favorabily with а major- 
ity of schools. Almost a third 
of this year's senior class of 
150 had a “В” average or more. 
We have, generally 50-60% 
who enter college. Compared 
with most schools this is very 
good.” As a rule, our students 
who enter college do exception. 
al work. 


RAMPAGE: -Whai advice 
бап you give to all students 
concerning their high school 
careers? 


MR. LUKE: 1 would say 
generally, that most jobs re- 
quire a high school education.
